Response to Appeal 

1. An appeal under 37 CFR 1.191 was filed in this application on 2/22/05. Appellant's brief 
is due on 4/22/05 in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 92(a). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 2/22/05 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be 
entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. 

Regarding claim 1, the addition of the limitation requiring " each one of the plurality of 
scanners is provided with advertising means for advertising a request for a digital document data 
file communicated by the management unit on the local operator, and selection means for 
enabling an operator to select the advertising request with aid of the local operator control unit 
and for automatically sending an acceptance of that request to the management unit ", raises new 
issues, requiring further search and consideration. 
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Regarding claim 17, the addition of the limitation requiring "receiving from any one of 
the scanners an autonomous acceptance of the request issued upon its selection by an operator by 
means of the local operator control unit of that scanner ", raises new issues, requiring further 
search and consideration.
